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Building Permit Fees 
In Palatine Down; 
Garages are Restricted 


,The Palatine Village Board of 
Trustees held 
a 
special meeting 
i^last Monday evening to pass a new 
■ w ild in g ordinance which lowers the 
^ ie e s heretofore charged for alter­ 
ations and 
erection of buildings. 
rfhe new fees are $2.50 for a $500 
building; $5.00 for SI,OOO; $1.00 for 
[*aeh additional thousand. 
In ad­ 
dition to these fees there will be 
an inspection 
fee of 
$1.00 for 
buildings costing less than $500; 
$2.00 for 
buildings 
costing be­ 
tween $500 and $10,000 and 25c 
per thousand for building costing 
over $10,000. 
The ordinance ex­ 
empts churches, schools and other 
public buildings. 
This ordinance 
is published in this issue. 
In a second ordinance, a restric­ 
tion was placed upon the erection 
of garages. 
All garages must be 
at least 20 feet from the street 
lipes. 
In case of corner lot, the 
twenty feet applies to both streets. 
Garages of residences can not be 
larger than of sufficient size to 
accommodate two passenger autos. 
Garages for flats must not con­ 
tain more than one “stall” for each 
flat. 
The question 
of 
licensing the 
business houses was discussed in­ 
formally. 
A committee may visit 
Arlington Heights to secure fur­ 
th e r information upon this matter 
The licensing of business houses is 
strongly opposed in some places, 
hut it is a plan that has been ad­ 
opted in a great many Illinois vil- 
^ lages. At Arlington Heights, a few 
p of the business houses have refus­ 
ed to pay the tax, which they call 
unjust. 
The argument put up by 
these people is that the village al­ 
lows an outsider to come into town 
soliciting business 
without a tax 
and then penalizes the local store 
Keeper, who is often already paying 
h^avy local taxes. 
This is par­ 
ticularly true in regard to banks. 
The fee upon these in Arlington 
Heights is $1 Of) a year. 
One of 
tne principal sources of income of 
b#nks is from the sale of bonds, 
mortgages, etc. They pay the $100 
for the privilege 
of doing such 
business. On the other hand there 
are nearly a dozen outside bond 
houses who have salesmen solicit- 
in|j bond and 
mortgage business 
from local people. In some cases, a 
local man is acting as agent for 
the Chicago house. 
Yet the lat­ 
hier pays no license. The same prin­ 
cipal applies 
to 
other business 
Houses. If a grocery man takes out 
a license, he expects that every 
tither man selling groceries should 
do the same, yet there is no way 
of making the tea wagons pay.

Herbert J. Browne p r e d i c t s 
heavy frosts in July. 
Hail torna­

throughout the summer, so says 
Browne. 
Mr. Browne has predicted that 
1927 would be a humdinger of a 
year and he now warns us thrft we 
shall have the worst hail storms 
ever predicted in history. In 1816 
we had a year that will perhaps 
be considered a summerless year 
like the one we are about to ex­ 
perience. 
Mr. Browne says there will be 
hot spells, but they will be follow­ 
ed up by killing frosts and may in 
some sections produce a famine, 
In fact, draughts and late killing 
frosts in spring as well as summer 
snow and 
frosts destroying the 
food crops for 1927 throughout the 
world 
We have experienced already the 
dreadful Mississippi floods which 
he predicted when he appeared be­ 
fore the house committee on agri­ 
culture Feb. 6, 1923. 
He then ad­ 
vised congress that the government 
should store grain and other crops 
against a famine 
The cold wave 
April 16, 24, 2 5 was especially3 
predicted. 
On March 15 a frost 
destroying $20,000,000 worth of 
fruit and vegetables over, the coun­ 
try an almost historic frost. 
The 
prospective 
strawberry crop was 
reduced by this frost, 35,000,000 
quarts, according ‘ to the depart­ 
ments* of agriculture and the Vir­ 
ginia apple crop 40 to 50 per cent.

For some unknown and unac­ 
countable reason this death was 
reported to the coroner’s office by 
fiersons unknown as a suspicious 
case of poisoning although the at­ 
tending physicians 
who operated 
had given a death certificate fo: 
the true cause of death in the reg­ 
ular form. 
A coroner’s physician 
conducted a post mortem examin­ 
ation <and took a portion of the vi­ 
tal organs to the coroner’s chemist 
for analysis as 
to the cause of 
death. 
A deputy coroner came out, im­ 
paneled a jury and continued the 
case until the chemist had made 
his report. The case has been con­ 
tinued weekly for over two months 
awaiting the report of the coron­ 
er’s chem ist. 
Finally last Friday the deputy 
coroner appeared with the report 
if the coroner’s chemist which gave 
he cause of death* the same as the 
attending physicians had original­ 
ly reported. 
The jury thereupon 
returned their verdict and the case 
was closed. 
Why some one with malicious in- 
tfuit reported this as a case of 
poisoning and caused the family all 
the trouble and anguish attend­ 
ant upon an inquest and post mor­ 
tem is a question to which the cor­ 
oner’s jury would have liked the 
^answer but rather than keep the 
case open any longer they brought 
in their verdict without further in­ 
vestigation. 
Dr. W. It. Campbell was request­ 
ed by the deputy coroner to at­ 
tend the inquest last Friday but 
after waiting half an hour and aft­ 
er the doctor’s office had said 
he had left some time before on 
his way to the inquest the jury pro­ 
ceeded to act.

During summer, chicks grow rapid­ 
ly and at little cost, and l»* *re is 
a ready sale for them at the weight 
of two to two and a half pounds.

Poor Economy to Cease 
Feeding Mash in Summer 
“It is poor economy to quit feed­ 
ing mash to the hens in summer.” 
says Prof. Carrick cf Purdue uni­ 
versity. “Such a practice is likely 
to throw the whole flock into a ,n°lt 
and cause e£g production to stop.” 
Many people have a notion that 
hens can pick up enough hugs and 
worms from tile range during the 
summer to supply their needs. Rec­ 
ords from farm poultry flocks have 
shown, however, that the raqge can­ 
not he depended upon to supply 
sufficient feed for a satisfactory egg 
production. 
One of tile principal necessities 
for high egg production is protein 
in the ration. This can lie supplied 
satisfactorily by feeding a suitable 
mash. 
The grain 
supplies some 
protein, 
hut 
it 
is not 
of 
suit­ 
able quality or sufficient quantity to 
give a high summer egg yield. 
When animal feeds - itch a 
meat 
scraps, tankage and milk are in 
eluded with the mash, minerals as 
well as proteins are provided. These 
minerals tire essential for egg pro­ 
duction and are not supplied ade­ 
quately in grains and grain prod­ 
ucts.

For a dip to rid a flock of lice, 
use one ounce of sodium fluoride to 
each gallon of water and mix the 
solution in a large washtub or bar­ 
rel.
